STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

Stand the container on its end and tip it back and forth several times. Turn the container over
onto its other end and tip it back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate into application
equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more
times. Pressure rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into formulating equipment or a
mix tank and continue to drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip. Hold container
upside down over formulating equipment or mix tank or collect rinsate for later use or disposal.-
Insert pressure rinsing nozzle in the side of the container, and rinse at about 40 psi for at least 30
seconds. Drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip. Once properly rinsed, offer container
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for recycling, if available. If recycling is not available, dispose of in accordance with federal,
state, and local regulations and procedures which may include puncturing the container and
disposal in a sanitary landfill. If rinsate cannot be used, follow pesticide disposal instructions.
